SUMMARY  OF  FOREIGN  CROP  PROSPECTS. 


Crop  conditions  in  the  Prairie  Province©  of  CANADA  during  last 
month  were  ideal  for  germination  and  gro»vth,  with  the  result  that  on 
May  31  the  prospects  for  wheat  were  more  favorable  than  they  have  been 
on  the  corresponding  date  in  any  year  since  1915,      In  Quebec  and 
Ontario,  the  weather  during  last  month  was  dry  and  cold  and  conditions 
on  May  31  were  not  so  good.      Rains  in  these  provinces  during  the  present 
month  have,  hcwever,  dore  much  to  relieve  the  situation.      The  total 
area  estimated  to  be  sown  to  wheat  for  the  harvest  of  1921  is  18,654,100 

acres,  compared  with  18,232,000  acres,  the  finally 
CANADA1  S  estimated  area  of  1920,  and  with  16,343,000  acres, 

CEREAL  ACREAGE       tfca  annual  average  for  the  five  years  1915-19.  Of 

Cats  the  total  area  sown  is  placed  at  15,295,000  acres, 
as  compared  with  15,850,000  acres  in  1920,  a  decrease  of  about  555,000 
acres,  or  4  per  cent.      The  barley  area  is  2,456,000  acres,  as  compared 
with  2,551,919  acres,  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent.     Rye  is  sown  to 
698,150  acres,  an  increase  of  7  per  cent;  peas  178,200  acres,  a  decrease 
of  4  per  cent,  and  mixed  grains  805,800  acres,  a  decrease  of  1  per  cent. 
The  area  of  hay  and  clover  is  estimated  to  be  10,545,000  acres,  as  com- 
pared with  10,379,292  acres  in  1920,  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent.  The 
area  planted  or  to  be  planted  in  potatoes  is  preliminarily  placed  at 
736,200  acres,  as  against  784,544  acres  last  year,  a  decrease  of  6  per 
cent.      Recent  reports  from  FRANCE  indicate  ttiat  there  have  been  general 
rains  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country  and  the  general  prospects  of 

the  crops  in  this  section  are  reported  as  good.  . 
PROSPECTS  GOOD  IN       The  same  reports  show  a  lack  of  moisture  in  the 
SOUTHERN  FRANCE        northwestern  part  of  the  country  .There  rain  is 

needed  to  relieve  the  present  dry  situation.  At 
the  present  time  it  is  difficult  to  6ay  how  the  crops  will  turn  out, 
as  the  reserves  of  water  under  the  ground  are  very  small  &nd  a  great 
deal  will  depend  upon  the  climatic  conditions  prevailing  throughout 
the  present  month »      In  the  UNITED  KINGDOM  the  effect  on  crops  of  the 
recent  dry  weather  has  varied  considerably  according  to  the  character  of 
the  land.      All  grain  crops  required  more  moisture  at  the  end  of  May, 

and  generally  crops  on  the  lighter,  high-lying  lands 
RAIN  NEEDED  were  suffering,  while  on  the  heavier  lands  they 

IN  GREAT  BRITAIN       were  still  growing  fairly  well.      The  area  under 

barley  is  estimated  to  be  somewhat  less  than  last 
year  in  practically  all  parts  of  the  country,  but  that  of  oats  appears 
to  have  been  increased  in  most  districts,  except  in  Wales  and  the  north. 
The  dry  weather  has  suited  wheat,  which  has  generally  improved  during 
May,  and  the  crop  is  strong  and  healthy  on  the  whole  and  promises  well. 
In  SWEDEN,  the  weather  this  season  has  been  exceptionally  dry,  although 
reports  indicate  that  no  material  damage  has  been  caused  up  to  the 
present  time  from  this  fact.      In  DENMARK,  as  in  &?eden,  there  has 
been  no  rain  for  sometime  although  the  crop  prospects  are  still,  con-

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SUMMARY  OF.  FOREIGN  CROP  PROSPECTS.-  CONT'D. 

In  GEJfcflANY."  the  present  condition  of  the  crops  may  be  classified  as 
generally  satisfactory.      There  have  "been  rains  recently  hut  these  have 
not  been  as  widespread  as  could  be  desired.     Winter  crops  are  strong 
and  stand  exceptionally  high.      The  reports  of  spring  crops  are  also 
favorable.     Although  the  yield  is  expected  to  be  good,  the  country  *H11 
depends  to  a  large  extent  on  imports  of  foreign. cereals,  as  owing  to* 
the  loss  of  important  agricultural  provinces  the  .porporticn  of  land 

under  cultivation  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  is 
CONDITIONS  GOOD       smaller*     The  crop  condition  of  the  winter  cereals, 
IN  GERMANY  according  to  the  system  of  the  country  (2  =  good, 

3  -  average,  4  =. poor)  was  on  May  1,  1921,  as  follows, 
compared"with  that  of  May  1,  1920,  which  is  given  in  parentheses'. 
Wheat  2*5  (2.6);  rye  2*7  (3.0);  and  barley,  (Prussia  only)  2.7  (2.8), 
In  BELGIUM  the  winter  crops  have  an  excellent  appearance  and  are  slightly 
In  advance  of  a  normal  year.      The  young  plant  of  oats  has  suffered 


slightly  from  the  dry  weather,  which  now  seems  to  have  come  to  an  end.  C 

Frcm  RUSSIA  no  authentic  news  has  been  received.     According  to  unofficial  |ti 

reports  the  agricultural  season  of  1920-21  in  particular  has  been  notable  B 

for  a  further  decrease  in  the.  acreage. under  grain,  the  wastage  and  B 

deterioration  of  the  live  stock,  and. the  lack  of  interest  in  progressive  B 

agriculture  being  manifested  by  the  peasants.      In  HUNGARY  the  heavy  rains  s 
which  fell  during  the  las$  half  of  April  were  very  propitious  for  the 
winter  wheat  crop,  although  they  were  rather  late  for  the  rye  crop,  but, 

nevertheless,  an  average  yield  of  this  cereal  may  be  anticipated  if  the  F 

season  remains  favorable.      Spring- sown  barley  and  oats  had  shewn  signs  E 

of  injury  frcm  the  drought,  but  are  new  much  improved  in  appearance .  S 

In  JTJGO-SLAVIA,  the  crop  conditions  about  I 

CROPS  IMPROVED             June  1  were  generally  good;  due  in  part  to  I 

IN  SOUTHEASTERN  EUROPE       the  recent  rains.     Winter-sown  crops  were  y 

beginning  to  head,  and  the  spring-sewn  v?ere  N 

growing  Well.      However,  corn  and  hay  in  some  of  the  mountain  regions  p 

were  .unfavorably  affected  by,  too  much  rain.      Crop  conditions  in  ROUMANIA  u 

also  were  improved  by  rains  in  May.      There  is  a  general  increase  in  the  c 

cereal  acreage  of  ITALY  this  year  compared  with  1920,  and  the  condition  j 

of  the  growing  crops  is  favorable.     The  harvest  in  southern  Italy  begins  j 

in  May.     Rain  was  still  needed  in  INDIA,  up  to  the  second' week  in  June.  j

EGYPT: 


The  weather  was  -unfavorable  throughout  March  for  the  COTTON  crop  but 
the  water  supply  was  ample.      Sowing  was  retarded  by  the  cold  weather  and 
also  due  to  the  uncertain  conditions  in  the  cotton  market  which  made  cotton 
planters  timid.      Due  to  the  changeable  weather  re- sowing  was  necessary  over 
considerable  areas. 

Owing  to  the  restriction  of  the  area  to  be  planted  in  cotton  a  larger 
area  has  been  devoted  to  the  growing  of  fodder  and  the  crops  had  been  reported 
practically  free  from  pests  and  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

During  March,  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  planting  of  the  cotton 
crop,  the  supply  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes  has  been  in  excess  of  the 
demand  throughout  Egypt. 

The  weatherhas  been  unfavorable,   throughout  the  month,  for  the  wheat 
crop  as  it  has  been/usually  cold  for  the  season,  with  strong  winds  and  rain. 
No  serious  damage,  however,  resulted  and  the  effects  have  been  more  notice- 
able in  lower  Egypt  than  elsewhere.      The  larger  part  of  the  crop  is  in  ear. 
The  prospects  are  less  favorable  in  Middle  Egypt  than  they  were  in  February 
but  elsewhere  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

Early  sown  fields  of  barley  are  being  harvested  in  some  provinces  and 
the  crop  is  in  such  a  condition  that  harvesting  will  be  general  in  April  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  crop  will  be  slightly  above  average  in  spite  of 
unfavorable  veather  conditions, 

The  cutting  of  the  old  crop  of  sugar  cane  for  the  factories  has  prac- 
tically been  completed.      The  crop  was  seriously  damaged  by  the  mealy  bug. 
The  new  crop  is  progressing  satisfactorily  except  for  attacks  of  the  same 
pest,  and  the  area  planted  in  sugar  cane  is  reported  to  be  lareer  than  last 
year. 


MEXICO: 

According  to  reports  published  June  2,   1921,  in  the  "Excelsior"  of 
Mexico  City,  crops  on  irrigated  land  will  be  33  per  cent  smaller  than  in  1920. 
If  the  rainy  season  does  not  begin  in  the  second  half  of  June  conditions  will 
be  very  serious  in  the  Pacific  and  Gulf  Coast  states.

The  Department  of/  Agriculture  of  Holland  reports  the  condition  of 
the  fruit  crops  on  the  4ate  of  May  20, 

This  report  states  that  the  heavy  frosts  of  April  16  and  17,  May  4 
and  5,  caused  noticeable  damage  to  the  fruit  crops.      Black  currants  suffered 
especially  while  a  large  portion  of  the  cherry  crop  in  the  southern  section 
of  the  Gueldre  country  and  in  the  province  of  Utrecht  was  destroyed 
completely*

AUSTRALIA: 


In  spite  of  the  many  misfortunes    -  disease,  mildew,  and  a  heat  wave 
which  befell  the  fruit  growing  settlements  in  the  Murray  Valley,  the  esti- 
mated return  from  the  fruit  (dried)  industry  this  year  is  placed  at  13,500 
tons.      Although  this  represents  only  70  per  cent  of  last  year's  "pack"  it 
is  equal  to  tha  tonnage  of  any  one  of  the  three  previous  years.
